No documents cited in the International Search Report 
disclose that two turret tables are disposed on the opposite 
sides of a yarn passage, rotational directions of a press roller 
provided for one turret table and a press roller provided for the 
other turret table are reversed, rotational directions of said 
one turret table and the other turret table are reversed, and the 
center of each press roller touching a bobbin holder or a yarn 
bexng wound during winding of yarn is located between an 
xmaginary line c connecting the centers of two bobbin holders 
projecting from said one turret table and an imaginary line c' 
connecting the centers of two bobbin holders projecting from the 
other turret table, and therefore it is not obvious for a person 
skilled in the art.
